the first time the people of the Tnited 
States met their Chief Magistrate as such, 
and felt that they were a nation. 


It was at the end of sixteen years of 


strife—political strife more bitter than 
can easily be paralleled in the** calmer 
days. The result of this contest may in 
some respects have been doubtful, but ' 
on one point at least it was clear. 
It 


had extinguished the coloniil theory of 
Government, and substituted the national. 
Hamilton and tbe Federalists, with all 
their higb qualities, had still disbelieved 
in all tliut lay beyoud tbe domain of ex- 
perience. But experience, as Coleridge 
said, is like the stern lights of a ship, 
illumining only the track already passed 
over. Jefferson, with all his faults, had 
steered for the open sea. 
Madison's war 


had impoverished the nation, but bad 
saved its 
self-respect. 
Henceforward, 


the American flag was that of an inde- 
pendent people—a people ready to sub- 
mit to nothing, even 
from EugUmt, 


whic'i Encland would not tolerate in re- 
turn. And it so happened that all the 
immediate honor of this increased self- 
respect belonged, or seen ed to belong, 
to the partv in power. Jefferson was the 
most pacific of men, except Madison; 
both dreaded a standing armv, and shrank 
with reluctance from a navy ; yet the 
laurels of both arms oi tb« service, such 
as they were, went to Madison and Jef- 
ferson. 
The Federalists, who had begged 


for a navy, and had threatened to raise 
an army on their own account, now got 
no credit for either. 
That party held, 


on the whole, th« best educated, the moss 
lnj.Ii minded, the most solvent part of 
the nation, yet it hud been wrecked by 
its own wmt of faith. 
When in the 


Electoral College, Monroe had 183 vote* 
nnuinst 34 for Rufus King, it showed that 
the conti",t was at an end, and that the 
nation was readv to be soothed. Monroe 
nas precisely the sedative to be applied, 
and his journey was the process of appli- 
cition. 


So much for the people . but there 


were also solicitudes to be soothed among 
the nation's statesmen. 
Xut only did 


tlie pc'ople need to learn confidence ia 
their leaders, but the leaders in the peo- 
ple.
